clared 77-year-old Mrs. Albert Kitto, 824 Cota Ave, “We owe it to God, He still has

something for us to do and t

hat's why we're here.”

Mr. and Mrs, Kitto celebrated happy birthdays this month when he bgcnme 81 years
young on May 19 and Mrs. Kitto 77 years on the 17th. They are long-time residents

of Torrance. He came to the
area in 1904 and was em-
ployed by the Pacific Electric
for 24 years.

“We've always been happy
in our work and that’s half
the battle,” said the little lady
who regularly attends the
beauty shop and feels her hus-
band likes to see her looking
attractive. She feels that hap-
piness and contentment-consti-
tute the real fountain of
youth,

Nutrition is important, too.
“I feel our food is our health,”
she added. “My husband is
very fussy about his food and
1 always have set a good
table.”

For over 19 years Mrs, Kitto
traveled over the United States
as-a milliner. She would also
go on trimming jobs for the
large department stores. There
were two seasons in the milli-
nery trade—in September for
the fall and winter season, and
in the early spring before
Easter.

“The millinery business is
not like that now,” she laughs,
“Now it's an all-the-year-'round
business. But there was al-
ways something for me to do.
1 was never idle.” She has also
worked as a governess and an
*“infant’s nurse.”

A certain amount of rest
was also necessary for health.

* “I knew I had to have three
goods nights' rest when I was
working.”

Mrs. Kitto was born in De-
pore, Wis., in 1880, She attend-
ed St. Joseph's Catholic School
and worked as a paper sorter
in Depore for eight years after
her schooling. Being of French
descent, she read and spoke
the language fluently,

This ability was an asset
when she was employed by a
well-to-do woman whose busi-
ness it was to travel to Paris,
buying hats there, and then re-
producing them in this coun-
try for her exclusive clientele.
Mrs. Kitto would read books

brought from France to her
employer, as well as make
copies of the famous designer
hats.

At present Mrs. Kitto only
trims her own hats or helps
her many friends if they have
a millinery problem. “I don't
have the tools to do any more
than that,” she said.

Her" creative efforts for the
most part are confined to do-
ing “fancywork,” which is an
all-absorbing hobby. She is
most proud of a gorgeous rain-
bow colored afghan with a
unique shell-stitch which she
désigned. She also makes a
little “pin money” from her
clever creations.

The Catholic Daughters of
the Nativity Church and the
Altar Society are also impor-
tant activities in her young
life. “I do as much as I can,”
she said, although she has a
problem with her foot that
precludes standing for long
periods now.

When asked if she partici-
pated in her husband’s hobby
of gardening, she said, “I
could plant flowers on hats,
but not in the garden. Noth-
ing would grow for me, But I
help pull weeds sometimes.”

Alfred Kitto has a Bird of
Paradise plant which is “his
pride and joy,” according ‘to
his wife. It started blooming
last October, has bloomed all
winter and still has buds on it.

Reading is another great in-
terest of this gentleman who
has seen this area which had
a ‘“great many vacant spaces”
in 1904 develop into the high-
ly populated’ area it is now.
“There were just a few scat-
tered houses then. And the
Pacific Electric Co. had- built
many of the homes at that
time for their employes.”

During World War II, when
industry was so short of help,
Mr, Kitto came out of retire-
ment and worked for three

Co. as his share of the war
effort for his adopted country,
He was born in Portsmouth,
England, in 1876, going to
Canada while still a boy of 14,
where he remained until com-
ing ‘here in 1004.

The Kittos celebrated their
22nd wedding anniversary on
Jan; 30. Working together and
sharing . each other’s -interests,
has made for a full and com-
plete life. Mr. Kitto is an Epis-
copalian but he acts as a col-
lection agent for old papers
for St. Vincent de Paul (an or-
ganization similar to the Sal-
vation Army). This is his con:
tribution to his wife’s church,
he says. Their religious faith
has been an important factor
in their health and well-being,
they feel, even though their
church affiliations are dif-
ferent.

“We thank God that we are
both able to be active and get
around as we do. We are just
as well as can be, except for
my foot,” said Mrs. Kitto,

In Los Angeles county, 2300
newstands were contacted by
6562 PTA units® juvenile protec-
tion chairmen. Results indicat-
ed that more than 655 news-
stands still carry salacious lit-
erature for sale,
In the Thirty-third District
193, local PTA associations,
surveyed 835 newsstands, list-
ing 304 offenders.
Checking the comic books,
the overwhelming majority
found only those bearing' the
seal of approval of the Comic
Book Authority.
